I refer, of course, to the Bible. 


I am speaking this evening and to- 
morrow evening on the subject, “Facts 
About the Bible.” 


When Sir Walter Scott knew death to 
be approaching, he called to his son-in- 
law, and speaking with great effort said, 
“Bring me the book.” 


The young man inquired, “Which 
book?” To which Sir Walter Scott replied, 
“There is but one Book. Bring that.” 
The younger man understood and hand- 
ed him the Bible. 


Thus the man who is regarded by 
many as the greatest genius of all time, 
himself the author of many books, 
reached for the Book of all books, when 
he faced death. ‘ 


My earliest memories take me back 
to a large family Bible which was loved, 
honored and given first place in the Win- 
rod household. I shall always be thank- 
ful for the wholesome influence that it 
wielded upon my life as a boy. 


An old adage says, “A man is known 
by the company ke keeps.” The same 
may be said of a book. Books are known 
by the kind of readers they attract. 


Devotees of Shakespeare will be found 
in the theater. Those who read Tom 
Paine and Robert G. Ingersoll will be 
found among the atheists.

The story is told of a Mohammedam 
who spent several months reading the 
Koran. ' After thus familiarizing himself 
with many. personal experiences from 
the life of Mohammed, he made a strik- 
ing confession to a missionary. He said, 
“Tl am a better man than Mohammed.” 


No Christian, after reading the Bible, 
ever has been able to say, “I am a better 
man than Christ.” The personality of 
the Lord Jesus Christ is the central theme 
of all Scripture. 


Striking Facts 


The dictionary definition of the word 
Bible is, “a library or collection of 
books.” 


The Bible contains sixty-six books, 
written by thirty-six men, covering a 
period of more than one thousand years. 
The writers came from many different 
walks of life. Yet their thoughts blended 
perfectly. Their words harmonized to 
tell the same sublime story. 


These men, who yielded themselves as 
human instruments of divine revelation, 
included kings, poets, shepherds, 
princes, fishermen, statesmen and others.

IHE PRESIDENT of the United States 

has recently recommended the pas- 
sage of certain measures contained in a 
report, made to him by what is known 
as his Civil Rights Committee. 


I want to take time to state that the

nated in Moscow, and explain how the 
orders of Joe Stalin trickled down 
through his stooges, right into our White 
House.

TWO CIVIL RIGHTS 
COMMITTEES 


The pattern is there for all to see. One 
of the first drastic steps, was the organi- 
zation in Detroit in 1946 of the Civil 
Rights Congress. 


I intend to show, with references that 
will withstand any battering by the fel- 
low-travelers, Reds, and Pinks in this 


| Country, that the fountainhead of both 


the Civil Rights Congress and the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Civil Rights, is the 
Communist International in Soviet Rus- 
sia; that their declared aims and pur- 
poses are identical; that the same people 
and organizations were instrumental in 
forming both committees. 


Representatives from the same Com- 
munist-front organizations served both 
on the Civil Rights Congress, and the 
President's Committee on Civil Rights. 


The history begins in Russia, right aft- 
er the Russian revolution in 1917, when 
the Communist International was formed 


| with its underlying purpose to under- 
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mine and overthrow all governments of 
the world. 


The International formed the Interna- 
tional Red Aid in 1922, which was part 
of an international network of organiza- 
tions for the defense of Communists all 


over the world. It had different names 
in different countries, but its purpose 
was the same everywhere. 


In the United States, it was known as 
the International Labor Defense, and has 
been under investigation by the House 





CHRONOLOGY OF ThE CIVIL RIGHTS PROGRAM = 


HE DEFENDER MAGAZINE has no political interest in the Civil Rights 

controversy now raging . .. and discussed in the accompanying arti- 
cle. Our concern results from the fact that the proposal originated with 
atheistic and communistic sources. This places the matter in the field 
of religion. 


Moscow realized, at the close of the war, that the Communist Party 
was doomed in the United States. Its leaders promoted a so-called 
“Civil Rights Congress” at Detroij in April 1946, for the purpose of ad- 
vancing the cause of atheism and revolution, under a new label. 


The chronology of this conspiracy leading toward dividing the United 
State into hostile groups is as follows: 


1917. Russian Revolution. Soviet dictatorship established. 


1919. Third Communist International organized to bring about world 
Communism. 


1919. Communist Party of the United States formed at Chicago as ~ 


branch of Third International. 


1922. International Labor Defense organization set up in Moscow, 
with sections in 67 countries to defend revolutionists. 


1925. The American Section of International Labor Defense estab- 
lished at Chicago, to defend Communists in this Country. 


1940. The Communist-front National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties added to the red network for spreading propaganda in the 
United States. 


April 1946. The American Section of International Labor Defense, 
and the National Federation for Constitutional Liberties merged to form 
the “Civil Rights Congress” at Detroit. The Communist Party directed 
formation of the new organization. It immediately began propaganda in 
each of the 48 States. 


June 1946. Joseph Proskauer, chairman of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee appeared before United Nations Human Relations Commission at 
the invitation of Eleanor Roosevelt, and asked for an international Civil 
Rights program “with teeth.” 


Date Unknown. President Truman became deceived as to the real 
atheistic and communistic motivation of the so-called Civil Rights 
program. 


December 1946. The President permitted a Civil Rights Committee, 
to be formed in his ncme, with left-wingers from communistic organiza- 
tions represented at Detroit as members. 


November 1947. Eleanor Roosevelt introduced a proposal before the 
United Nations demanding a Civil Rights program to “cover the world.” 


December 1947. Mr. Truman’‘s Civil Rights Committee released a re- 
port calling for a nation-wide Civil Rights program identical to the plan 
promoted by the Communist Party at Detroit. 


January 1948. President Truman sent a message to Congress asking 
that the proposed Civil Rights program be enacted into law. 


NOTE: The Defender Magazine advances no plan of political agita- 
tion to restrain the atheistic and communistic forces responsible for this 
sinister innovation.

When the Civil Rights Congress was 
formed in Detroit in April 1946, it was 
simply a merger of the International 
Labor Defense and the notorious Com- 
munist-front organization, known as the 
National Federation for Constitutional 
Liberties. 


This National Federation was cited as 
Communistic so many times by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities 
and other investigating groups, that it 
lost its usefulness to the Communist 
Party, and they decided to merge with 
a new front (the Civil Rights Congress). 


So we find the Communist clan flock- 
ing to a new organization and under a 
clarion call, that assured all and sundry 
that “an enemy offensive is now being 
waged against all the common people 
of the United States—labor, Negroes, 
Jewish people, the foreign-born, progres- 
sives, and others in a relentless drive 
to establish Fascism in this Country.” 


That, Mr. President, was the proclama- 
tion of the Committee, who assembled 
the Civil Rights Congress. 


THE CALL TO DETROIT 


There can be ‘no doubt but that the 
standard of living of the average Negro, 
Jew, foreign-born citizen, or any other 
person in the United States is far higher 
than that of the average Soviet worker 
under the Communist dictatorship of Joe 
Stalin. That much news does trickle 
out from behind his iron curtain oc- 
casionally. 


In order to impress more vividly the 
similarity of the ‘object of this call to 
organize the Civil Rights Congress in De- 
troit in April 1946, and the much pubii- 
cized recommendations of the President's 
Committee on Civil Rights on October 
29, 1947, | am inserting a photostatic 
record of this “Urgent Summons” to a 
Congress on Civil Rights on April 27 and 
28, 1946. 


It is also well to bear in mind that 
the President's Committee on Civil Rights 
was formed in December of 1946, a few 
months following the Civil Rights Con- 
gress in April. 


The draft call issued by the Congress 
on Civil Rights, which I said I would in- 
sert in the Record reads as follows: 


DRAFT CALL — URGENT 
SUMMONS TO A CONGRESS ON 
CIVIL RIGHTS IN DETROIT, 
APRIL 27 AND 28, 1946, TO OR- 
GANIZE AN OFFENSIVE 
AGAINST RISING FASCIST AG- 
GRESSION IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 
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The great war against Fascism 
is won, but the victory is far from 
secure. Only a coalition of all the 
forces of the people, through united 
action, can prevent its destruction. 


Here’s what is happening in the 
United States: 


Reactionary forces, based on 
war-rich monopolies, die-hard 
union breakers, red-baiters, and 
race-haters, command the largest 
surviving fifth column in the world. 
They are turning the weapons and 
methods of Fascism against the 
American people. They are pre- 
pared to destroy our democracy, 
even to the establishment of out- 
right Fascism... 


Now more than ever the united 
action of the democratic forces is 
needed to enable each organization 
and individual to exert a common 
program. The elaboration of a cam- 
paign er series of campaigns, co- 
ordinated in detail and Nation- 
wide in scope, is therefore essential 
to meet the challenges that today 
confront us all: 


To safeguard and extend all 
democratic rights, especially the 
rights of labor, and of racial, polit- 
ical, religious and national mi- 
norities; 


To combat all forms of discrimi- 
nation against these groups; 


To defend and aid victims of the 
fight for these rights; 


To fight against domestic 
fascism and all its forms, Jim 
Crow, anti-Semitism, Red-baiting, 
discrimination against the foreign- 
born. 


To these ends, we call upon civil 
rights, labor, religious, interracial 
and other organizations and indi- 
viduals to attend a Congress on 
Civil Rights in Detroit on April 
27 and 28, 1946, to formulate and 
agree upon a national program to 
defeat the offensive of reactionary 
and Fascist forces, and to consider 
all steps required to assure the 
maximum unification of effort to 
advance that program. 


Mr. President, I have just finished 
reading the draft call issued by the 
Congress on Civil Rights for their meet- 
ing in Detroit on April 27 and 28, 1946. 
It will be noticed how nearly that call 
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cotrenpendé to the recommendations re- 
cently made by the President of the 
United States. 


WHITE HOUSE CLOAK 
FOR COMMUNISM 


Now, so that all may know just how 
similar the Communist program is to this 
program handed to the Congress by 
President Truman, I quote from Mr. Tru- 
man’s recommendations as they appear 
in the Congressional Record as of Febru- 
ary 2, 1947, on page 961: 


1. Establishing a permanent Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights, a Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Civil Rights, and a 
Civil Rights Division in the Department 
of Justice. 


2. Strengthening existing civil-rights 
statutes. 


8. Providing Federal protection 
against lynching. 


4. Protecting more adequately the 
right to vote. 


5. Establishing a Fair Employment 
Practice Commission to prevent unfair 
discrimination in employment. 

6. Prohibiting discrimination in inter- 
state transportation facilities. 
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7. Providing home rule and suffrage 
in Presidential elections for the residents 
of the District of Columbia. 








8. Providing statehood for Hawaii 
and Alaska and a greater measure of 
self-government for our island posses- 
sions. 


9. Equalizing the opportunities for 
residents of the United States to become 
naturalized citizens. 


The line of thought and ideology are 
practically the same, and the reason for 
this similarity is not a coincidence. The 
truth is that the same presiding genius 
guided both groups. 


Communists and fellow travelers from 
each of the 48 States, were on hand as 
delegates to the Detroit meeting of the 
Civil Rights Congress. They repre- 
sented practically every known Com- 
munist-front organization. 


From the files of the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, we find that 43 
persons who attended the Civil Rights 
Congress, are also affiliated with the 
American Peace Mobilization. This or- 
ganization was cited as subversive by 
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Attorney General Clark on December 
5, 1947. 








Some of the better-known names be- 
longing to both organizations follow: 


Langston Hughes, Negro poet and 
writer, author of many atheistic poems, 
including Good-bye Christ; Rev. Jack R. 
McMichael, secretary, Methodist Feder- 
ation for Social Service, recently de- 
nounced by Methodist ministers; Dr. Max 
Yergan, president, National Negro Con- 
gress; Paul Robeson, Negro singer and 
member of many Communist-front or- 
ganizations; and Dr. Harry F. Ward, 
leader in the Socialist Church Move- 
ment, Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ, also member of many Commu- 
nist-front organizations. 


Also from the files of the Committee 
on Un-American Activities comes a list 
of 83 individuals who aided the Civil 
Rights Congress in Detroit, and were 
members of the notorious National Fed- 
eration for Constitutional Liberties. 


In part, they are as follows: Louis 
Adamic, one-time protege of Mrs. Elea- 
nor Roosevelt; James Egert Allen, presi- 
dent, New York State Conference, Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement 
of Colored Peoples Mary McLeod 
Bethune, president, National Council of 
Negro Women: 


Elmer A. Benson, chairman, executive 
council, National Citizens PAC; Joseph 
R. Brodsky, attorney for the International 
Labor Defense, and attorney for the Com- 
munist Party in 1936-40, 1942, 1946 and 
1947; former Representative Hugh 
De Lacy, sponsor of Civil Rights Con- 
gress, “beloved and cherished by the 
Communist Party” — Congressional Rec- 
ord, December 7, 1945, page 11875: 


The Civil Rights Congress has re- 
ceived the support of and has cooper- 
ated with numerous Communist fronts, 
of which the following are typical:

All of the foregoing brings us up to 
the President's Committee on Civil 
Rights. 


REDS ON PRESIDENT’S 
COMMITTEE 


When he appointed his 15-man com- 
mission to look into things where racial 
and religious intolerance were threaten- 
ing the things we had just fought for, 
by some strange coincidence, he man- 
aged to include at least six whose 
ideology runs parallel with that of the 
master minds, who organized the Civil 
Rights Congress in Detroit in 1946. 


From the files of the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, I have before me 
the carefully recorded activities of these 
six members of the President’s Commit- 
tee on Civil Rights. 


Who can say what motive is, behind 
their cooperation on the President's com- 
mittee? Why did they serve on the 
committee? Do we dare trust men who 
have belonged and do belong to organi- 
zations, which have been found by a 
duly qualified Congressional commit- 
tee, to be subversive? 


Is it not the duty of every American 
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to seek out the facts and present them to 
the people, especially as the President's 
committee is merely an echo of the aims 
and recommended legislation published 
by the Civil Rights Congress in April 
1946? Can we trust the motive behind 
this piece of business? 


The members of President Truman's 
Committee on Civil Rights were: Rt. Rev. 
Henry Knox Sherrill, presiding bishop of 
the Protestant Church; Channing H. 
Tobias, New York City: Rabbi Roland 
B. Gittelsohn, of New York City; Francis 
P. Matthews, of Omaha, Nebr.: Morris 
L. Ernst, of New York City: John S. 
Dickey, president of Dartmouth College: 
James B. Carey, secretary of the CIO; 
Mrs. Sadie T. Alexander, of Philadel- 
phia; C. E. Wilson, chairman, president 
of General Electric Corp.: Rev. Francis 
J. Haas, bishop of Grand Rapids; Mrs. 
M. E. Tilly, of Atlanta, Ga. Boris Shish- 
kin, Alexandria, Va.: Dr. Frank P. Gra- 
ham, president of the University of North 
Carolina; Charles Luckman, of the Lever 
Bros., and Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr. 


The CIO News of November 10, 1947, 
states that Secretary-Treasurer JAMES 
B. CAREY, of the CIO, received from 
President Truman a letter thanking him 
for his part in. preparing the report of 
the Committee on Civil Rights. 


Let us hope that James B. Carey's con- 


| version, while fairly recent, has been 
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thorough, for his affiliations and con- 
nections with Communist-front organi- 
zations go back to 1936. 


He has been a speaker for the Jewish 
People’s Committee, an organization 
cited in 1944 by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities. That organization 
also had representatives at the Civil 
Rights Congress in Detroit, whether they 
attended officially or not. 


He has been a delegate to the World 
Youth Congress, most of whose spon- 
sors were fellow travelers, and which 
also was represented at the Civil Rights 
Congress. 


He was a speaker for the American 
Student Union at their fourth convention 
in 1939, an organization cited by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities 
several times, which also had its mem- 
bers in attendance at the Detroit Civil 
Rights Congress. 


He was an honorary pallbearer at the 
funeral of Communist Tom Mooney in 
San Francisco in 1942. He is the signer 
of a petition to discontinue the Dies com- 
mittee, originated in a letter by the Com- 
munist-front American Committee for 
Democracy and Intellectual Freedom in 
1940. 


He spoke before the Washington Com- 
mittee for Democratic Action in 1940. 
This organization was recently cited by 
Attorney General Clark. He has writ- 
ten for The Champion, Fight, and other 
publications cited as subversive. 


In 1940 Carey was a member of the 
National Council for American Peace 
Mobilization, the organization which 
furnished 43 of its members at the forma- 
tion of the Civil Rights Congress in De- 
troit in 1946. 


Of course, at the present time James B. 
Carey seems to be putting up a fight to 
clear the CIO of Communists. But con- 
sidering his background of affiliation 
with many dangerous Communist-front 
organizations, many of which were well 
tepresented at the Detroit Civil Rights 
Congress, one may well wonder if his 
conversion and about-face has been sin- 
cere and complete. 


MEN BEHIND THE SCHEME 


MORRIS L. ERNST, another of the 
President's Committee of Fifteen, has 
also been affiliated with organizations, 
cited as subversive and which were also 
represented at the Civil Rights Congress 
in Detroit. 
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He has been a speaker for the League 
of American Writers and the American 
Youth Congress, and very active in the 
National Lawyers Guild. These organi- 
zations have all been cited by the Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 


He was connected with the medical 
bureau and North American Committee 
to Aid Spanish Democracy. He was a 
member of the Milk Consumers Protec- 
tive Association, the League for Mutual 
Aid, and the Consumer-Farmer Milk 
Cooperative, Inc., all of which have been 
cited as subversive. 


At least three of these organizations 
were in attendance at the Detroit Civil 
Rights Congress. 


BORIS SHISHKIN, economist for the 
American Federation of Labor and one 
of the fifteen on President Truman’s 
committee, was at one time a member 
of the Washington Book Shop. 


He is well represented in the files of 
the Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities in this respect, and it should be re- 
membered that the Washington Book 
Shop Association was very recently 
cited by Attorney General Tom Clark 
as subversive. 


Mr. Shishkin is one of the voluble 
speakers for the doctrines set forth in 
President Truman’s Civil Rights Com- 
mittee before organizations such as the 
Michigan Committee on Civil Rights, 
formerly the Michigan Council for Fair 
Employment Legislation. 


CHANNING TOBIAS, of New York 
City, also on the President's Committee 
for Civil Rights, was recently classified 
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by Mr. J. B. Matthews in a speech before 
the American Legion seminar as a con- 
firmed fellow traveler. 








Mr. Tobias seems to have earned that 
distinction by way of association. He 
was an endorser of the American 
League for Peace and Democracy at its 
New York City conference in 1939. 


He has been affiliated with the Na- 
tional Committee To Win the Peace and 
the Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare, and was a member of Council 
on African Affairs. 


These organizations have all been in- 
vestigated and cited as subversive by 
the Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities, and many of the same organiza- 
tions were well represented at the Civil 
Rights Congress .in Detroit in 1946. 


DR. FRANK PORTER GRAHAM, also 
on the President’s Committee, is not con- 
sidered a Communist. He is, however, 
to quote a report on the Southern Con- 
ference for Human Welfare, which the 
Committee on Un-American Activities 
caused to be printed in June 1947, “one 
of those liberals who show a predilection 
for affiliation with various Communist- 
inspired front organizations.” 


Dr. Graham’s record and connections 
with Communist fronts is a long one. 
He urged freedom for Earl Browder, the 
Communist, and served as sponsor at a 
dinner held to celebrate the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the Red army. 
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He has been associated with the com- 
munistic International Labor Defense, 
legal arm of the Communist Party, the 
American League for Peace and De- 
mocracy, the American Committee for 
the Protection of Foreign Born, the 
American Committee for Democracy and 
Intellectual Freedom, the American 
Friends of Spanish Democracy, the 
China Aid Council, and other Commu- 
nist fronts. 








THE RT. REV. HENRY KNOX SHER- 
RILL is a presiding Bishop of the Episco- 
pal Church. He is a member of the 
Massachusetts Committee on Racial and 
Religious Understanding, and on his 
record as such he was probably asked 
to serve on President Truman’s Com- 
mittee on Civil Rights. 


However, the files of the Committee on 
Un-American Activities also show an- 
other picture of Dr. Sherrill’s life, wherein 
he affiliated himself with organizations 
cited as subversive. 


In 1943 he sponsored the Massa- 
chusetts Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship. Members of this organiza- 
tion were also very active in the forma- 
tion of the Civil Rights Congress in De- 
troit. And the report on the Civil Rights 
Congress made by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities cites the organiza- 
tion as a “Communist front.” 


Dr. Sherrill at various other times has 
been a sponsor for the National Council 
of American-Soviet Friendship, once as 
late as March 13, 1946. It will be re- 
membered that the Civil Rights Congress 
met a month later, in April 1946. 


The National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship had many of its repre- 
sentatives at the Civil Rights Congress, 
to express their views and doctrines. 
And the National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship is one of the most sub- 
versive and un-American organizations 
on record.

It was even included by Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom Clark when he made his re- 
port on subversive organizations in De- 
cember 1947. 


There, Mr. President, are the names of 
six members of President Truman’s com- 
mittee, each and every one of them with 
a record of service with Communist- front 
organizations. 


ABOMINATION BEFORE THE

Yes, there were citizens on Mr. Tru- 
man’s committee who do not bear the 
taint of communistic affiliation. They 
were put there to supply the window- 
dressing for the main show. 


They were put on the committee to

IT IS UN-AMERICAN, UNCONSTITU.- 
TIONAL, AND UN-DEMOCRATIC. IT IS 
A STENCH IN THE NOSTRILS OF HON. 
EST, SELF-RESPECTING PEOPLE, AN 
ABOMINATION IN THE EYES OF THE 
LORD. 


We hardly need to wonder that the 
Daily Worker and the Communist Party 
are working, and working hard, to see 
that the report of the President’s Com- 
mittee on Civil Rights goes through. 


The Communists center their attacks 
mostly on the southern Democrats be- 
cause of the legislation in many South- 
ern States on race segregation and, 
therefore, they make the Negro race the 
tragic pawn in the Communist move- 
ment to disrupt the Country. 


The South today is going ahead sound- 
ly and steadily working for better edu- 
cational and economic advantages for 
its millions of Negroes. 


The South was left helpless with this 
great problem at the end of the War be- 
tween the States, and she has made 
great strides to solve the problem in the 
only way possible. 


And that way is certainly not the way 
the President and his 15-man Committee 
on Civil Rights has outlined. The Presi- 
dent’s way is the way the Communists 
are fighting for. It fits their purposes 
perfectly and we should weigh all the 
evidence at hand before we accept the 
President’s recommendations. 


There is no problem affecting the lives 
of the white and black man in the South 
which the intelligent people of the two 
races are not working out satisfactorily. 


Decent white and decent blacks re- 
spect each other. They work together 
and fraternize upon a_ basis of respect 
for the individual, each as he deserves, 
but they worship separately, live separ- 
ately, attend different schools. 


Almost every known faith has its 
separate schools here in America. That 
is possible under the Constitution, for 
the Constitution enables men of any and 
all creeds, races, and colors to choose 
their associates, their religion, their 
schools, and their elective political of- 
ficials. 


The Truman program proposes to 
throw all this in reverse. That is why. 
Mr. President, the Truman program is 
un-American and must be defeated. 
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MAY SEEM unfeelingly irreverent to 

suggest that Jesus was ever pessi- 
mistic. Granted He was never a typical 
pessimist. Pessimism could never be a 
part of His nature, but when He exer- 
cised pessimism it was concerning those 
things about which no honest person 
can be optimistic. Your fear may be 
allayed when I say that Christ’s pes- 
simism was a matter of His knowledge 
of human affairs and their ultimate end, 
and not a constituent element of His 
emotional nature. 


The word “pessimism” has a Latin 
derivative meaning “worst” and of 
course is the opposite of “optimism” 
whose derivative means “the best.” 
Jesus knew and declared that the age 
which rejected Him could never know 
God’s best, and therefore would worsen 
till its close. In philosophy the doctrine 
of optimism predicts that our world is 
the best possible world and that reality 
is essentially good. The philosophical 
optimist declares that the good of life 
overbalances the pain and evil of it. 
Jesus taught no such doctrine but to the 
contrary might be considered a philo- 
sophical pessimist. The sentimental 
optimist is one who puts the most favor- 
able construction upon happenings and 
anticipates the most favorable outcome 
of events. This is possible even to a 
Christian. Pessimism is not synonymous 
with “discouragement” though it may 
have in it the elements of “disappoint- 
ment.” 

In the seven parables of Matthew 13 
Jesus makes plain the religious nature 
of the long era existing from His re- 
turn to heaven after the resurrection, to 


His personal and visible return to rule | 


and reign. In these parables the mys- 
tery of the kingdom in abeyance is pre- 
sented. The first four—the parable of 
the sower, the wheat and the tares, the 
mustard seed, and the leaven, are defi- 
nitely on the pessimistic side. The next 
two — the parables of the pearl and the 
leaven, are optimistic in nature. The 
last parable — the dragnet, seems to be 
definitely hortatory, giving definite ex- 
hortation. 





Christ's Pessimism About 
The Present Age 
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If we will study carefully the progres- 
siveness of these parables we will ob- 
tain keys to the understanding of the 
religious significance of world events, 
for Christ has given us a foreview of 
conditions continuing until the consum- 
mation of the age. 


I. JESUS PORTRAYED A LEGITI- 
MATE PESSIMISM ABOUT THE RE- 
SULTS OF THE PREACHING OF HIS 
GOSPEL. 


In the parable of the Sower our Lord 
reveals this attitude. 


“Behold, a sower went forth to sow: 
And when he sowed, some seeds fell by 
the way side, and the fowls came and 
devoured them up: Some fell upon stony 
places, where they had not much earth: 
and forthwith they sprung up, because 
they had no deepness of earth: And 
when the sun was up, they were 
scorched; and because they had no root, 
they withered away. And some fell 
among thorns; and the thorns sprung up, 
and choked them: But other fell into good 
ground, and brought forth fruit, some an 
hundredfold, some  sixtyfold, some 
thirtyfold.” 


The heart of the parable is this: Much 
seed is sown but only a small proportion 
matures. Jesus challenged His disciples 
with the thrill of utilizing life-giving 
forces; but He warned them of limited 
success. Nothing was wrong with the 
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seed, but the soil was deficient and 
therefore the harvest was not obtained. 
Four kind of hearers would receive the 
seed. 


First, the wayside hearers, whose 
hearts were hard. The seed cannot 
penetrate and germinate, therefore the 
birds of the wicked one snatch it away. 
These are the apathetic people so preva- 
lent in our age. The appalling moral 
apathy of the American people is camou- 
flaged by our love of high sounding 
ethical platitudes about human brother- 
hood, democracy, individualism and 
other matters that temporarily occupy 
our minds. 


Occasionally we react angrily to cer- 
tain situations at home and abroad, but 
it is easy to be the prophet of condemna- 
tion, and our anger is but a flash in the 
pan. Only love endures. Many are 
stirred by the Gospel, but soon become 
apathetic and responsibility is forgotten. 


The stony-ground hearer fails because 
he has no depth and therefore the seed 
has no root. I have met many of this 
kind. They gush over religion and be- 
come intensely enthusiastic for a period, 
but as Jesus said, “When tribulation, or 
persecution ariseth because of the word, 
by and by he is offended.” These are 
the “on-again, off-again, gone-again 
Finnigan” type of Christian. 


The thorny-ground hearers are those 
who receive the Gospel as one of a 
score of interests. They make religion 
a department of their many department- 
ed lives. The seed of their high re- 
ligious purposes are soon choked out: 
“The care of this world, and the deceit- 
fulness of riches choke the word.” The 
Gospel either dominates us or it dies 
within us. : 

The good-ground hearer presents the 
optimistic side of this pessimistic para- 
ble. Jesus says, Sow the seed in season, 
out of season. Sow it in all conditions 
of life, for there will be some who will 
receive it. When they hear the word 
and understand it they will bring forth 
fruit one hundred, sixty or thirty-fold. 
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The Gospel is powerful, but the human 
heart is indifferent. 








II. CHRIST WAS_ PESSIMISTIC 
ABOUT THE ABILITY OF THE 
CHURCH TO CONVERT THE WORLD. 


In the parable of the wheat and the 
tares, whose meaning Jesus also ex- 
plained, we have this fact presented: 
Christ warned His disciples that they 
would not only meet human indifference 
but Satanic opposition. The tares are 
counterfeit Christians. The field is the 
world, the good seed are the children of 
the kingdom, and the tares are the chil- 
dren of the wicked one. The enemy 
that sowed them is the Devil. 


Satan knows that men are incurably 
religious so provides them with substi- 
tutes — an “ersatz” religion. The Devil's 
religion, however, does not deal with 
eternal things but rather with the narrow 
present. This “presentism” is in the as- 
cendancy in our religious life. Many 
feel that only the present is good and 
that perhaps the present — its beauties 
and pleasures, is God. 


This “presentism” is driving thousands 
to experience drunken stupor ever so 
often in order to change drab reality into 
rosy unreality as an escape mechanism 
against the apparent hopelessness of the 
world in which we live. 


Atheistic Communism aids this spirit 
and scornfully declares Christianity of- 
fers the masses misery here and “pie in 
the sky, bye and bye, when you die.” 
So we see men rushing along at break- 
neck speed, straining muscle and fray- 
ing nerve, to secure the wants of the 
hour without a thought of the necessities 
of the eternal. 


Thus Jesus was pessimistic about the 
ability of the Church to convert the 
world. Our fathers were taught that 
world conversion was just around the 
corner, and not without reason then; but 
the tares are multiplying today faster 
than the wheat. Falseness is every- 
where. We must look about us and 
remember what Jesus has prophesied 
will be accomplished. 
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III. CHRIST WAS _ PESSIMISTIC 
ABOUT THE OUTCOME OF THE OR- 
GANIZED CHURCH. 


The parable of the mustard seed con- 
tains this pessimism and a warning to 
His followers. 


“The kingdom of heaven is like to a 
grain of mustard seed, which a man took, 
and sowed in his field: Which indeed is 
the last of all seeds: but when it is 
grown, it is the greatest among herbs, 
and becometh a tree, so that the birds of 
the air come and lodge in the branches 
thereof.” 


While commentators differ in the in- 
terpretation of this parable, I think the 
interpretation is safest when it is co- 
ordinated with the seeding and growth 
idea of the preceding parables. Students 
of the Orient say that the mustard plant 
of which Jesus speaks is the Palistinian 
Khardal which sometimes grows 25 
feet high and so could accommodate 
birds in its branches. 


I am satisfied that the parable of the 
mustard seed portrays the speedy but 
unsubstantial and unreliable growth of 
the mystery form of the kingdom of 
heaven. It is the abortionate growth of 
religious organization in the sphere of 
Christian profession. 


Remember that there were only 120 
believers at Pentecost. Today the Church 
is located in every corner of the globe 
and has hundred of millions of adher- 
ents, yet the Church is in many respects 
more impotent today than it was in the 
days of the apostles. 


In round numbers the world contains 
165,000,000 Protestants, 265,000,000 Ro- 
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manists, and 135,000,000 Greek Ortho- 
dox believers. The total number of pro- 
fessing Christians is nearly 600,000,000, 
or about five million times as many as 
at the beginning of the Christian era. 
Yet who would declare that the world is 
being conquered by even nominal Chris- 
tianity. 


There are more members of the 
Church in the United States than ever 
in our history but there is not more spir- 
itual power in the nation as a whole; 
and the political birds are nesting in the 
branches. They befoul the organization 
which bears Christ's name. 


The Church in many instances has be- 
come a whitewashed trailer to political 
and social movements when she should 
be the immaculate instigator of univer- 
sal righteousness. Increasingly we are 
coming to recognize certain world re- 
ligions as political entities. This is the 
spirit of the mustard seed growth. It is 
large but it is false; it is widespread but 
it harbors too much evil; its largeness is 
not fully of God. 


IV. JESUS WAS _ PESSIMISTIC 
ABOUT HIS FOLLOWERS REMAIN- 
ING TRUE TO HIS GOSPEL. 


The revelation of this is found in the 
parable of the leaven. 


“The kingdom of heaven is like unto 
leaven, which a woman took, and hid 
in three measures of meal, till the whole 
was leavened.” 


Many devout and sincere interpreters 
insist that while leaven is usually used 
as a symbol of evil here, however, the 
permeating process of the leaven 
is the main feature of the para- 
ble and prophesies the permeation of 
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the Gospel into world life. However, I 
must adhere to the findings of those 
Biblical expositors who see leaven as 
used always as a symbol of evil. 


The leaven of the Pharisees was blind- 
ing externalism in religion, a procedure 
which is with us today. 


The leaven of the Sadducees was 
skepticism for they denied the super- 
natural. 


The leaven of the Herodians was 
worldliness; or complete secularism 
which is the international calamity of 
the hour. 


There are other elements that sub- 
stantiate this interpretation. A woman 
hiding leaven in pure meal cannot rep- 
resent good as the meal was used in the 
sweet savour offerings (Leviticus 2:1-3) 
and was the food for the priests. These 
offerings represented Christ and His per- 
fection: as Dr. C. I. Scofield ably and I 
think unimpeachably declares, “Inter- 
preting the parable by these familiar 
symbols, it constitutes a warning that 
the true doctrine, given for the nourish- 
ment of the children of the kingdom, 
would be mingled with corrupt and cor- 
tupting false doctrine, and that officially, 
by the apostate Church itself (I Tim. 
4:1-3; 2 Tim. 2:17-18; and 2 Peter 2:1-3). 


Small wonder that Jesus with His 
prophetic foresight should be pessimistic 
concerning the professing Church. He 
realized that His followers would even 
contaminate the simplicity and direct- 
ness of the glorious Gospel that He 
wrought out upon Calvary’s Cross and 
the open tomb. Whole sections of the 
professing Church are completely failing 
Jesus. And how powerless we have 
come to be. Remember Jesus said: 
“When the Son of man cometh, shall he 
find faith (this kind of faith) on the 
earth?” — 





KNOCKING OUT THE PROPS. 


AVE YOU BEEN disillusioned lately? 

Usually disillusionment is a good 
thing because it means that we have 
fixed our eyes upon the unsubstantial. 
Learn what Christ plans to do in this 
age and you will be a divine optimist: 
listen to the plans of men and you will 
be a hopeless pessimist. 


“See, Father.” said a small boy, who 
was walking with his father by the river, 
“they are knocking the props away from 
under the bridge. What are they doing 
that for, Won't the bridge fall?” 


“They are knocking them away,” said 
the father, “that the timbers may rest 
more firmly upon the stone piers which 
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are now finished.” And so God often 
takes away our earthly props that we 
may rest more firmly upon Him. The 
timbers of our civilization are rapidly 
rotting, but God is building His kingdom 
and one day at Christ’s coming it will 
be made manifest. 








Very soon, it would seem, that those 
things which are not of God are doomed 
to destruction: but the human family will 
discover that God has built His inde- 
structible piers for the maintenance of 
His justice and His holiness, and the 
kingdoms of this world shall become the 
kingdoms of our God and His Christ and 
He shall rule over them!

ODAY, more than ever, it is a privi- 

It is in 
America alone that freedom is really a 
part of living. Because it is common to 
all, some accept it quite casually or 
value it too lightly.

You will 
have many more and more burdensome ones. 
Now you don’t know a thing about the 
burdens of taxes. We ‘in Europe know. 
But what amazes me is that your people 
seem so intent on following our example 
instead of developing the system provided 
by your constitution. Wait a few years and 
see the results!”

The foregoing remarkable observa- 
tions were edited into more diplomatic 
and less blunt phrases, put into third 


person form, and published under the | 


caption “AN INTERVIEW WITH COUNT 
VON BERNSTOFF, KAISER’S AMBAS- 
SADOR IN AMERICA” in the Washing- 
ton Sunday Star of January 18, 1914 and 
other American newspapers, with the 
signature of the newspaper correspon- 
dent Ashmun N. Brown attached. The 
identity of the particular Ambassador is 
thereby definitely established. 


Since Ashmun N. Brown passed to his 
reward on January 30, 1948 — thirty- 
four years later, this occasion should be 
utilized to say that but for his excep- 
tional nobility of character it is doubt- 
ful if such remarkable observations 
could ever have been obtained from a 
foreign Ambassador, representing an 
Empire opposed to free institutions and 
maintaining a ruthless despotism 
through bureaucratic regimentation un- 
der the hoax of Socialism. 


It is necessary to call attention to one 
misleading assertion in Bernstoff’s ob- 
servations, namely:

Bernstoff had evidently noted that 
both of our major political parties, which 
are supposed to loyally represent the

SOUND THINKING AMERICANS 


Sound-thinking Americans can never 
accept or support government bureauc- 
racy in place of American free enter- 
prise. 


Such a substitute was strongly urged 
by foes of our Republic in the early his- 
tory of the Republic. Thomas Jefferson 


| squelched the proposal with the follow- 


ing blast: 


“An elective despotism is not the gov- 
ernment for which the War of Indepen- 
dence was fought.” 


Jefferson added: 


“Were we directed from Washington 
when to sow, and when to reap, we 
should soon want bread.” 


Jefferson well knew the fallacy and hy- 
pocrisy inherent in proposed substitutes 
for American free enterprise. 


Yet, about a half century later, a lead- 
er in the Roosevelt clan — Clinton Roose- 
velt, had the temerity to try to persuade 
the American people to accept a sub- 
stitute for American free enterprise. He 
called his proposed substitute “The 
Science of Government,” and explained 
that, under it, the people would labor in 
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fields and factories “precisely as soldiers 
in an army do.” 


Clinton Roosevelt was trying to peddle 
his Collectivist concoction in the Ameri- 
can Republic, while Karl Marx was ped- 
dling his Collectivist concoction in Eu- 
rope. A great American of the South, 
Henry W. Grady, who was Editor of the 
Atlanta Constitution, and lived between 
1851 and 1889, made the following 
scholarly exposure of the fallacy of all 
attempted substitutes for American free 
enterprise: 


“EXALT THE CITIZEN.—As the State 
is the unit of government, he is the unit 
of the State. Make him self-respecting, self- 
reliant and responsible. 


“Let him lean on the State for nothing 
his own right arm can do. Let him culti- 
vate independence to the point of sacrifice, 
and learn that humble things with unbartered 
liberty are better than splendors bought with 
its price. 

‘Let him neither surrender his individual- 
ity to the government, nor merge it with the 
mob.” 


LAWFUL FUNCTIONS OF 
GOVERNMENT 


All the major troubles in the world 
have been caused by insidious and sin- 
ister gangsterism, operating a despotism 
under the guise of lawful government. 
The opening salutation to the victims 
should always be: 


“Come into my parlor, says the spider 
to the fly.” 


A one-way passage — IN — not OUT 
—is all that is provided for the victims. 
They are first swindled out of their in- 
dividual liberty, and then out of all col- 
lective power as well, leaving an in- 
tensely organized group of despotic 
scoundrels wielding absolute power. 


The process is oftentimes such a 
creeping one that “crack-pot” poli- 
ticians, pedagogues, radio commentca- 
tors, and news-writers are easily de- 
ceived, along with political-dabbling 
clergy who stupidly imagine that God 
gave them authority to alter His basic 
plan for humanity inherent in His Com- 
mandments. 


Lawful government is the servant of 
the people, not their master. Its Jawful 
functions are to protect the individual in 


his life, liberty and pursuit of happiness 
by providing a climate of freedom for 
the free direction of his own life in ac- 
cord with his initiative, talents and free 
will, limited only by the equal freedom 
of others. Government's duty is to safe- 
guard against crimes, frauds, monop- 
olies, and other interferences or disturb- 
ances from every source. 


When government keeps to its lawful 
functions, there is a simplicity and 
economy in government which cannot 
fail to chasten and invigorate free insti- 
tutions, and has no place for bureauc- 
racy or burdensome taxes. Inalienable 
individual liberty is derived from Al- 
mighty God who has given no one and 
no group on earth, authority to displace 
or alter it. 


All substitutes invariably produce 
scarcity and serfdom, in striking con- 
trast to the ever-increasing abundance, 
prosperity and happiness flowing from 
inalienable individual liberty, thereby re- 
minding us of a very pertinent clause in 
Holy Scripture, “YE SHALL KNOW 
THEM BY THEIR FRUITS.” 


“ME TOO” POLITICAL 
PARTY RACKETS 


The most despicable mediums ever 
devised for circumventing the will and 
wishes of the people are “Me too” politi- 
cal party rackets, indulged in by cor- 
ruptly cooperating politicians more in- 
terested in keeping in office, by hook or 
by crook, than in serving the people. 


For quite a period before our Civil 
War, such a racket was indulged in by 
the Democratic and Whig parties to put 
over on the American people, against 
their will and wishes, a concerted and 
integrated program for the perpetuation 
of negro slavery. A new political party 
—the Republican party, had to be 
formed in order to give the American 
people an opportunity to be effectively 
heard. 


When they were heard, Abraham 
Lincoln made his famous declaration 
that the good sense of the American 
people can always be depended upon, 
when they are given the truth and an 
opportunity to be effectually heard. 
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Early in the twentieth century, foes of 
our Republic launched their drive in 
behalf of bureaucracy, in place of Ameri- 
can free enterprise, as pretendedly con- 
stituting “progressive politics” and pro- 
viding “social justice.” In order to de- 
prive sound-thinking Americans of an 
effectual opportunity to expose and 
thwart the fallacious and hypocritical 
proposal, attention was given by the 
foes of our Republic to a renewal of the 
“Me too” political party racket by se- 
curing the cooperation of the Republi- 
can and Democratic parties in support 
of the outrageously un-American pro- 
posal. 








The false impression was thereby 
given that the proposal had the enthusi- 
astic support of the American people 
generally. Bureaucracy, wasteful spend- 
ing, ever-mounting public debt, and ever- 
increasing taxes went ahead by leaps 
and bounds. Yet our so-called great 
political parties still contented them- 
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selves with mere pledges, in glittering 
generalities, against extravagance and 
waste, but avoided any submission to 
the people of the question of eliminating 
further experimentation with bureau- 
cratic substitutes for American free en- 
terprise. 


PEOPLE FINALLY HEARD 
FROM 


In the National Elections of 1932, the 
American people were given their first 
opportunity to be heard from regarding 
governmental intrusion into the fields 
of private enterprise and government's 
unbalanced budget and enormous ex- 
penditures. The Democratic Platform of 
that year contained express pledges 
against continuance thereof, and the 
candidate for President on that Platform 
leveled against his adversary’s adminis- 
tration the unequivocal charge: 








“I accuse the present administration of 
being the greatest spending administration 
in peace times in all our history — one which 
has piled Bureau upon Bureau, Commis- 
sion on Commission.” 


Franklin D. Roosevelt rode into office 
as President on March 4, 1933 upon the 
Democratic Platform of 1932, and im/ 
mediately proceeded to double-cross the 
people who had elected him. He spurned 
an annually balanced budget. He 
flaunted reduction of governmental ex- 
penditures, and led a program for 
enormously increasing the same, as well 
as greatly increasing taxes and the pub- 
lic debt. 


Instead of removing government from 
all fields of private enterprise, he led a 
concerted program for putting govern- 
ment into all fields of private enterprise 
on a bureaucratic scale never before 
known in the American Republic. He 
ran the gamut of the alphabet AGAIN 
AND AGAIN AND AGAIN to provide 
identifying initials for the new bureaus 
which he created and filled with his 
apostles of scarcity. 
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ANOTHER “ME TOO” POLIT- 
ICAL PARTY RACKET 


The Presidential Election of 1936 
should have afforded the American peo- 
ple an opportunity to make their man- 
date of 1932 effective. But another “Me 
too” political party racket prevented. 
The Republican party refused to make 
an issue of the double-crossing by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and conducted its 
campaign as an endorsement of New 
Deal policies and performances, except 
that the Republican party offered to give 
the American people the so-called bene- 
fit thereof cheaper. 


ORGY OF GLOBAL SPENDING 


Woodrow Wilson has the distinction 
of being the first President of the United 
States to carry our Republic into an orgy 
94 global spending. About the most 
charitable thing that can be said of him 
is that his egotism ran away with him. 
He well knew that World War I was 
waged between imperialisms on both 
sides, yet he involved the American 
people in that war under the false plea 
that it was “to make the world safe for 
democracy.” 


Franklin D. Roosevelt led the Ameri- 
can people into World War II under the 
false plea that it was “the war to end 
wars,” and that Nazism and Fascism 
were the only obstacles to lasting world 
peace. He chose to ignore the fact that 
the Soviet acted jointly with the Nazis 
in producing the war, and he lauded 
the Soviet as “our noble ally,” well 
knowing that it has always been our 
persistent foe and the worst menace to 
Civilization. 


Yet he caused American resources to 
be generously bestowed upon the Soviet 
to help build it into the most powerful 
empire in the world. While it is often 
said that there is no one about whom 
something charitable cannot be said, 
it is difficult to discover something charit- 
able or in anywise commendable that 
can be said about Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


The orgy of global spending into 
which he led the American Republic did 
not end with his death, and, unless the 
American people have an opportunity to 
call a halt, it may never end until our 
Republic has been spent into destruction 
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—an end which Lenin and Stalin have 
both proclaimed as important, if not es- 
sential, to the attainment of world Com- 
munism. 


Since the death of Franklin D. Roose- 


| velt, the orgy of global spending has 


gone into new high gear, with an end- 
less succession of new pretexts of gi- 
gantic proportions for ever-increasing 
spending at the expense of American 
taxpayers, as if they were global prey. 
The outrageous and subversive scheme 
must have been diabolically organized 
while he lived, for it to be carried on 
with equal facility after his death. 


GLOBAL SPENDING ORGY 
SUPPORTED BY RACKET 


The diabolical organization of the 
global spending orgy may never be 
fully traced as regards all of its sub- 
terranean roots. It is, however, perfectly 
obvious that it includes another “Me too” 
political party racket, maintained during, 
and between, the National Elections of 
1940 and 1944, and since, to impede the 
American people in the initiation of ef- 
fective remedies against the global 
spending orgy. 


The so-called Marshall Plan is a pro- 
posal of an astounding continuance of 
the global spending orgy, against the 
welfare of the American people, rather 
than against the Communist menace. It 
endangers the ultimate destruction of our 
Republic through financial collapse, 
which would remove the last remaining 
bulwark in the world against the Com- 
munist menace, instead of halting the 
Communist menace. 


American dollars and production can 
no more prevent the inevitable and end- 
less deficits produced by Socialist and 
other non-free foreign economies than 
can rat-holes ever be filled up to the sur- 
face. Financing a bloc of Socialist 
regimes to halt the Communist menace 
is manifestly absurd. 


Socialism is a relentless foe of free in- 
stitutions, and cannot possibly be a de- 
pendable ally. It is, in fact, the prime 
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base of Communism, on account of 
which the Soviet calls itself “Union of 
Soviet SOCIALIST Republics.” More- 
over, the American Republic is not an 
eleemosynary institution, not even for its 
own citizens within its own borders, 
much less for the benefit of foreign peo- 
ples, economies or nations. No one is 
fit to hold public office in our Republic 
who does not admit this. 


Where did this so-called Marshall 
Plan originate? Is it an insidious five- 
year Soviet Plan to finish off the Ameri- 
can Republic? As late as October 22, 
1947, General Marshall stated: 


“There has been constant reference to 
a Marshall plan. The reference to me 
personally was unfortunate, but the reference 
to a plan was definitely misleading.” (N. Y. 
Herald-Tribune, Oct. 13, 1947.) 


BASIC TAXATION PRINCIPLES 


No one should be permitted to hold 
public office of any importance who 
does not know the basic principles of 
taxation. 


There can be no lawtu! taxation for 
purposes beyond the government's law- 
ful functions. Attempted levies for 
other purposes constitute a picking of the 
pockets, and a confiscation of the prop- 
erty of the people. 


A lawful government recognizes that 
it is the servant of the people, and that 
neither the circulating medium nor the 
general supply of productive or other 
property, can be claimed to belong to 
the government. The government, there- 
fore, is usurping power when it attempts 
to make gifts of any kind. It is for each 
citizen to determine for himself, indi- 
vidually, what gifts are made by him. 
No government has lawful authority to 


’ compel it through unlawful taxation or 


any other guise. 


Lawful taxes are never burdensome, 
and there is no justification for making 
an etymological jargon of them, such as 
we find today, nor of using them for dev- 
ious and ulterior purposes. 


Income taxes are penalties on thrift, as 
well as furnishing a pretext for invasion 
of one’s private affairs. Estate taxes de- 
prive widow and children of much prop- 
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erty. Taxes upon comforts of life in the 
home tend to curtail the accumulation 
thereof. Taxes to provide a government 
fund for use in the market to buy up and 
hoard necessities of life to manipulate 
market prices, or for other uses directed 
at influencing, controlling or retarding 
production or marketing, are also un- 
warranted. 


There should be a discontinuance of 
all subterfuges in connection with taxa- 
tion, a complete return of government to 
its lawful functions only, and a conse- 
quent levy of simple and non-burden- 
some taxes only. 


CONCLUSION 


“Me too” political party rackets, along 
with unfit immigration and perverted 
education, constitute the chief impedi- 
ments in the way of effectual remedies 
by sound-thinking Americans. There 
must be no further delay in removing 
these impediments. 


Too long have we been deceived by 
an attempted dignifying of “Me too” 
political party rackets as “bi-partisan,” 
instead of being told the plain truth that 
they are devices to keep from the peo- 
ple vital issues. But for persistent “Me 
too” political party rackets, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt would never have been 
elected to a second term, much less to 
a third and a fourth, there would be no 
high tax program coming out of the 
White House today, and our Republic 
would not be in danger of being spent 
into destruction through a so-called Mar- 
shall Plan. 


Let’s demand a real remedying of the 
situation through the National Elections 
of 1948, and not be diverted therefrom 
by “horse-play” between the parties in- 
volving only minor differences with re- 
spect to the so-called Marshall Plan. 
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WHEN LINCOLN PRAYED 


A VISITOR at the White House during 

the Civil War left this record of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. “I had been spending three 
weeks at the White House with Mr. Lin- 
coln, as his guest. One night—it was 
just after the battle of Bull Run—I was 
restless and could not sleep. It was 
coming near to the dawn of day when I 
heard low tones proceeding from a priv: 
ate room where the President slept. The 
door was partly open. Instinctively I 
walked in, and there I saw a sight which 
I shall never forget. It was the President 
kneeling before an open Bible. The light 
was turned low in the room. His back 
was toward me. I shall never forget the 
tones, so piteous and sorrowful: ‘Oh thou 
God, who heard Solomon in the night 
when he prayed and cried for wisdom, 
hear me. I cannot lead this people, | can- 
not guide the affairs of this nation, with- 
out thy help. I am poor and weak and 
sinful. O God, Thou didst hear Solomon 
when he cried for wisdom—hear me and 
save this nation!’” 
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a ARE members of Congress who 
sincerely pray for divine guidance, 
while discharging their daily duties as 


public servants. These men believe 
the present crisis to be of such an un- 
precedented character, that supernatural 
help is a necessity. 


One such man, the Representative of 
a southern State, recently entertained a 
constituent from his district. During the 
course of a conversation he is reported 
to have said: 


“Il am relying on the prayers of Chris- 
tian people back home to help pray me 
through the present session of Congress. 
Don’t fail me. The task is too great for 
any man. 


“I make no pretense of understanding 
the forces that are pulling our Country 
away from its moorings. Some strange 
power, which I am convinced is work- 
ing at odds to the will and purpose of 
God, seems to be driving us toward 
disaster. God alone knows the out- 
come but as for me, I want to know and 
do His will from day to day.” 





OTHING SHORT of a complete re- 

organization of the State Department, 
will satisfy Congressional investigators 
who have become nauseated by things 
uncovered at secret committee hear- 
ings. 


A House Appropriations subcommit- 
tee, headed by Representative Stefan of 
Nebraska, is busy preparing its report 
behind closed doors. Charges of a most 
astonishing nature will appear in the 
document. It has been learned from in- 
side sources that the disclosures will be 
divided into four sections: 


1. A list of 108 employees, of the most 
dangerous type — some of whom are known 
to have passed out confidential information 
to Soviet spies. 


2. Facts about homosexuals occupying 
prominent posts, who used official influence 
to secure positions in the Department for 
others addicted to similar vices. 


3. Evidence that new deal “looseness” 
still prevails, so that Department morale is 
low, organization inept and efficiency lack- 
ing. 

4. Proof of supervisory officials, in 
charge of important branches, doing work 
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for which they p 


no qualifi ations, 
either as to experience or training. 





Some of the 108 traitors have resigned, 
in anticipation of trouble. The individ. 
uals, comprising this group, will be re- 
ferred to by code number, rather than 
name. 


Example: One man, identified as 
“Case No. 12,” furnished information to 
a Soviet spy, and was allowed to con- 
tinue in the Department after the fact be- 
came known. Recent efforts to locate 
him have resulted in failure. 





 Speesapagesel toward Moscow deep- 

ened in government circles, with re- 
lease of the 260 secret documents ex- 
posing pre-war Nazi-Soviet collabora- 
tion. Representative Shafer’s statement, 
demanding the indictment of Stalin and 
Molotov as war criminals, expressed the 
sentiments of a great many on Capitol 
Hill. 


The papers show that the Soviets 
initiated the idea of dividing Europe be- 
tween Berlin and Moscow. This over- 
ture led to the Hitler-Stalin pact. Russia 
supplied Germany with oil, food and 
raw materials for building the Nazi war 
machine. These and other disclosures, 
caused Mr. Shafer to dispatch a note 
to Secretary of State Marshall, which 
said in part: 


“Like many Americans I viewed the 
Nurenberg trials with discomfit and 
shame. I felt that they violated the 
American legal tradition that a man can- 
not be tried under an ex post facto 
statute. I regard the trials as a blot on 
a record of striding forward toward 
ideals of justice and dignity. 


“I have sorrowed that a Justice (Jack- 
son) of our Supreme Court doffed his 
judicial robes to participate in the deal- 
ing out of vengeance rather than justice. 

“Undoubtedly many of those tried de- 
served death. I am not concerned with 
them, but I fear that we strangled Ameri- 
can justice when we accepted Russian 
ideas of legalized murder. 


“li we have set the precedent that 
vengeance supercedes justice, then why 
have we not proceeded against the in- 
stigators of war, as disclosed in the 
documents made public at your direc- 
tion. What is the purpose of release of 
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these documents if it is not to indict the 


’ Soviet leaders as responsible for the 


war? 


“You have exposed red ruthlessness. 
You have unfolded the seeds of the late 
war. Are we to rest on that disclosure 
or is our government going to proceed 
against those who loosed the dogs of 
war on the world?” 


ARTY LEADERS at Democratic na- 

tional headquarters were stunned by 
the beating they received in the voting 
of February 17th ... when Henry Wal- 
lace’s candidate for Congress won a 
sweeping victory in an all-Jewish New 
York district. 


Wallace had made it clear a few eve- 
nings earlier at Columbus, that he was 
out to garner Communist votes. A Mos- 
cow newspaper praised his candidacy 
at the same time. John Rogge, prose- 
cutor of the Communist-motivated Sedi- 
tion Case, announced simultaneously 
that he would like to be Wallace’s run- 
ning mate. 





Mr. Truman wanted the Democratic 
candidate to win. There is practically 
no Republican sentiment in the district. 
Democratic policy makers thought Jews 
were appeased, by the fact that the 
President had promoted their Civil Rights 
bill in Congress. 


Wallace’s candidate ran on the so- 
called American Labor party ticket, sup- 
ported by Vito Marcantonio, who always 
follows the Communist party line laid 
down by Moscow. 


Democrats are saying that Mr. Tru- 
man made the greatest mistake of his 
political career when he shifted to the 
left — thinking to capture Jewish sup- 
port and the radical vote. The New 
York election indicates that nothing short 
of outright Communism will satisfy the 
elements, which the Democratic high 
command had hoped to woo away from 
Wallace. 

Meanwhile, the President's shift is 
alienating him from the solid South. His 
supporters fear that Republicans will 
nominate a rightest candidate and there- 
by sweep the Nation . . . including the 
South. 


HE WASHINGTON POST is credited 
with maintaining lower standards of 











journalism, than any other newspaper at 
the Nation’s Capital. .Representative 
Dondero, of Michigan, recently charged 
in an address before Congress, that, 
“The Washington Post is becoming more 
and more identified as the Washington 
edition of the Communist Daily Worker.” 
He accused it of consistently defending

But even more convincing evidence of 
the newspaper’s red objectives came to 
light on January 13th, in a hearing be- 
fore a special board ... where three 
Washington policemen were being tried 
on charges of beating a negro Post re- 
porter, for molesting a white woman. 


Ben Gilbert, city editor of the Post, 
finally took the witness stand. Charles 
Ford, counsel for the three policemen, 
began the examination: 


Q. Will you please state your full 
name? 


A. Ben William Gilbert. 


Q. Have you ever been known by 
any other name, and, if so, what is it? 


A. Ben W. Goldberg. 


Q. Are you now or have you ever 
been a member of the Young Commu- 
nist League or a member of the Com- 
munist party of the United States? 


At this point Gilbert’s attorney ob- 
jected to Ford’s line of questioning and 
was sustained by the trial board.

Most of the writers never met the 
others. Yet not one of them contradicted 
the other thirty-five. This can be ex- 

plained only by the fact that back of the 
mind of each writer was the Holy Spirit, 
giving guidance to the group as a whole. 











There are certain purely physical as- 
pects to the Bible that hold the interest 
of believers. It contains 1,189 chapters, 
31,173 verses, 773,692 words and a total 
‘of 3,568,489 letters. 


The verse located in the exact center 
of the Bible is Psalms 18:8. The longest 
verse is Esther 8:9, consisting of 90 
words. The shortest verse is John 11:35, 
containing two words. One verse, Ezra 
7:21, contains all the letters of the Eng- 
lish alphabet, except the letter J. 


The Bible has been assailed by the 
strongest opposing forces known to man. 
Roman emperors hurled the full force of 
their empire against it. Every storm has 
been weathered. Every opponent has 
been defeated. It has stood repeatedly 
beside the graves of its enemies. Sur- 
vival under these circumstances implies 
supernaturalism. Like the church of 
Jesus Christ, “The gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” 


Voltaire predicted that within thirty 
years after his death the blessed Book 
would pass “into the limbo of forgotten 
literature.” Later events proved him to 
be a bad prophet. The Bible is read 
today in more than a thousand different 
languages and dialects. It remains the 
fastest selling Book in the world. 


As a striking comment on Voltaire’s 
prophecy, the very house in which he 
lived was not long ago converted into a 
storehouse for Bibles. The same walls 
that looked down upon the skeptic, be- 
came lined with copies of God’s Word, 
placed there by the French Bible Society. 


If one is skeptical about the contents 
of the Bible, he only needs to examine it 
with an open mind. Christians need, 
these days, to study it more diligently. 
Dwight L. Moody once said, “A man can- 
not backslide more than twenty-four 
hours if he reads the Bible every day.” 


Creative Power 


The Scriptures were not given to the 
world for ornamental purposes. God's 
Word will grace any library table but 
this is not its primary purpose. The 
mere possession of a Bible does not as- 
sure blessing to a home. It needs to be 
put to work. Its teaching must be trans- 
lated into character. Its contents can be- 
come incarnate in human lives only by 
study, prayer and meditation. 





Dr. Winrod .. . At The Microphone 





The Bible is perpetually current. It 
deals with problems that reach to the 
soul of humanity. It belongs to every 
age. It deals with matters eternal. 


Man still has a conscience. He is still 
in possession of a soul. The sin prob- 
lem (remains the same. Eternity is a 
fact. The heart of humanity continues 
to call for God. 


These things make the Bible a neces- 
sity. They serve to give its truths a cur- 
rent setting. It’s not merely a book of 
history. Someone has illustrated this 
by the story of Miss Watson and Huckle- 
berry Finn. 


Mark Twain quotes the little trouble 
maker as saying, “After supper Miss 
Watson got out her book and learned me 





about Moses and the bulrushes, and I 
was in a sweat to find out all about him. 
But by and by she let it out that Moses 
had been dead a considerable long time, 
so then I didn’t care no more about him 
because I don’t take no stock in dead 
people.” 


Miss Watson should have explained 
to Huckleberry Finn that people of the 
Bible had experiences, not unlike those 
which we are called to face in our daily 
lives. This Book shows us how to suc- 
cessfully master these problems. For 
this reason the Bible remains perpetual- 
ly up to date. 


Multitudes have been inspired by the 
famous painting to which the artist gave 
the name, “The Entrance of Thy Word 
Giveth Light.”

The picture shows the interior of a 
humble, poverty-stricken home. A young 
man is lying on a bed in the corner of 
a room. There are indications that he 
has been a youth of right impulses. He 
evidently started life with a noble pur- 
pose. But now his face is marred with 
deep lines of sin. It is early morning 
after a night of debauchery and dissipa- 
tion. 


His aged mother is shown sitting be- 
side the bed. Tears are glistening down 
her wrinkled cheek. She is holding the 
family Bible in her lap. With a drawn, 
crooked finger she laboriously traces 
words of counsel from the Book of truth. 


She loves her boy. Her heart is break- 
ing. Now, at last, he seems willing to 
listen. The artist has managed to sug- 
gest the dawn of a new hope on his 
countenance. The frailty of humen na- 
ture is clearly evident in the scene. But 
the transforming elements of divine 
grace are likewise portrayed. 


The young man realizes his weakness. 
He lacks ability to cope with the tempta- 
tions of life. The expression on his face 
reflects the necessity of helo from above 
human levels. There has come into his 
penitent soul a revelction of divine 
power. The scene is one of hope for the 
hopeless, due to the presence of the 
Bible. 


The picture is true to life. The artist 
gave it the right title, “The Entrance of 
Thy Word Giveth Light.” This experi- 
ence has been repeated, in substance, in 
millions of human lives. 


The creative power of the Bible, in the 
solution of human problems, confirms 
the fact of its supernaturalism.

OLOMON said, “Of the making of 


books there is no end.” 


The life expectancy of the average 
book is of short duration. Books, like 
their authors, pass away quickly, and 
are soon forgotten. 


But the Bible is different. It has en- 
dured the wear and tear of the centuries 


and remains the best sold and most 
loved Book in the world. 


An average of twenty-five million 
copies of God’s Word are manufactured 
and distributed every passing year. Per- 
sons who would discount the Bible in 
favor of science, should remind them- 
selves that the average scientific ¢ext- 
book becomes obsolete in less than ten 
years. 


Those who profess to know, affirm 
that there are approximately five hun- 
dred million Bibles in the world at the 
present time. A mathematician has cal- 
culated that at an average length of 
eight inches, the number is sufficient to 
reach around the globe three times, if 
laid end to end. 


The Bible is a universal Book. Its 
message is for every kindred, tribe and 
tongue. Men of both the first century 
and the twentieth century respond alike 
to its appeal. Its truths faithfully pro- 
claimed will transform a savage the 
same as a more favored person in a 
civilized land. This cannot be said of 
other sacred books. The Koran and the 
Vedas, the teachings of Buddha and 
Confucius have no such appeal. The 
Bible stands a Book apart. 


The Mystery Element 


Unfortunately some people count their 


.difficulties instead of counting their bless- 


ings when they open the pages of this 
Book. They complain about things 
which baffle human understanding. But 
this very element of mystery, which 
makes certain passages of Scripture dif- 
ferent, is a strong argument in favor of 
inspiration. 


The human mind is greater than any- 
thing it can completely master. When 
a man has mastered something, it ceases 
to hold his interest. He then starts 
searching for something higher. On the 
other hand, he is intrigued by the thing 
that cannot be entirely understood. 


If there were no mystery element in the 
Bible, there would be a tendency to lay 





it aside. We will never fathom the 
mysteries of either the universe or this 
Book. 


The Bible lives ahead of its time. It 
frequently happens that what was mys- 
terious yesterday, becomes understand- 
able today, in the light of new develop- 
ments. This results from the fact that 
so much of Scripture is devoted to the 
subject of prophecy. Obviously an event 
predicted in the Bible, must remain a 
mystery in the abstract, until it takes on 
concrete form in the physical. 


This is illustrated by the prophecy re- 
corded in the third chapter of second 
Peter. The release of atomic energy was 
anticipated in this passage of Scripture 
many centuries in advance. The docu- 
ment remained a sealed mystery until 
the first bomb was dropped on the 
Japanese metropolis. 


During all this time, there was no way 
for explaining its contents. Bible stu- 
dents had to accept it in faith. They re- 
lied upon the fact of divine inspiration. 
They relaxed and said, “Thus saith the 
Lord.” 


Rather unfortunate attempts were 
made by certain expositors and com- 
mentaries to explain the meaning. Some 
took the position that it was symbolic in- 
stead of literal. Now we know that Peter 
was anticipating the release of atomic 
power. He was describing a future reno- 
vation of the planet by fire. 


“But the day of the Lord will come as 
a thief in the night: in the which the 
heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat... Seeing then that all these 
things shall be dissolved, what man- 
ner of persons ought ye to be in all holy 
conversation and godliness . . . Looking 
for and hasting unto the coming of the 
day of God, wherein the heavens being 
on fire shall be dissolved, and the ele- 
ments shall melt with fervent heat?” 
(II Peter 3:10-12.) 


This is not a pleasant thought upon 
which to meditate. The place of the event 
on the prophetic calendar is not a topic 
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of consideration at this time. The pres- 
ent purpose is to show that Peter actual- 
ly wrote about the electrical composition 
of matter. He knew that the material 
heavens could ignite. He knew that the 
elements could melt with fervent heat. 


This is an example of a predicted 
event remaining in the realm of mystery, 
until brought down to the physical level 
by fulfillment. Considering the origin 
and mission of the Bible, it is only 
natural to suppose that parts would be 
mysterious and baffling to the human in- 
tellect. Much of the Book is devoted to 
prophecy. These sections become clear 
only when the prophecies reach fulfill- 
ment. 


A Sound Test 


The supreme purpose of the Bible is 
to acquaint men with their Creator. No- 
where does it argue for the existence af 
God. It simply reveals the greatest fact 
in the universe, namely that God is. 


When the Creator refers to Himself, no 
proof of His existence is considered nec- 
essary. Genesis therefore opens with 
the plain statement, “In the beginning 
God.” 


When men have the right concept of 
God, their conduct is properly regulated. 
Because the holy Book is devoted to this 
subject, blessing and enlightenment ac- 
companies its acceptance. 


It takes comfort to the sick room. It 
contains a message on moral and spirit- 
ual matters for old and young alike. 
Uncounted multitudes have found it to 


be a safe guide while standing at the | 


portals of eternity. 


It reveals the mind of God, the state 
of man and the way of salvation. It ex- 
plains the destiny of both the righteous 
and the wicked. Its doctrines are holy, 
its precepts binding, its histories true 
and its decisions immutable. Men read 
it to be wise. They believe it to be right. 
They practice it to be holy. It contains 
light to direct, food to nourish and com- 
fort to cheer. 


The sacred Volume has been apily 
called, “The traveler’s map, the pilgrim’s 
staff, the pilot’s compass, the soldier’s 
sword and the Christian’s charter.” 


The personality of Jesus Christ is its 
grand subject. The believer's highest 
good is its design. The glory of God is 
its end. Wise men let it fill the memory, 
tule the heart and guide the feet. It in- 
vokes the highest responsibility, rewards 
the greatest labor and condemns those 
who would trifle with its contents. Some- 
one has called it, “God's love letter to 


man. 
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cloth covers, tinted edges—and 
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William E. Gladstone said, “I have 
known ninety-five great men of the world 
in my time and eighty-seven of them 
were followers of the Bible.” 








Jesus laid down the principle that good 
cannot proceed from an evil source. He 
illustrated the thought in Matthew 7:18- 
20: “A good tree cannot bring forth evil 
fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. Every tree that bringeth 
not forth good fruit is hewn down, and 
cast into the fire. Wherefore by their 
fruits ye shall know them.” 


Judged by this test, we know the Bible 
is good because its fruits always have 
been righteous. The debt that civilized 
society owes this Book cannot be com- 
puted. 


Andrew Jackson did not exaggerate 
when he said, “The Bible is the rock 
‘upon which our Republic rests.” 


America’s Debt 


The Bible has secured acceptance of 
those ideals and principles, which heath- 
enism ignores and rejects. It emphasizes 
the importance of the individual, the law 
of mutual love, the need of brotherly 
kindness, the sacredness of life and the 
necessity of human liberty. 








This Book liberated womanhood. It 
glorified childhood. It taught nations 
the sanctity of the marriage vow. It gave 
the world Christian homes as the foun- 
dation unit in the organization of en- 
lightened society. These and other ele- 
ments of wisdom, purity and progress 
have all had their sources in the Bible. 


Considerations of this kind apply 
especially to our own Country. The foun- 
dations of our Republic were laid deep in 
the Open Bible. It is a significant fact 
that the Plymouth Fathers knelt for 
prayer before leaving the Mayflower, 
opened the Bible and in the cabin of the 
ship drew up the first charter for their 
colony in the light of its teachings. 


The document was called the “May- 
flower Compact.” There is an unmis- 
takable similarity between its contents 
and the Constitution of the United States 
as written later. The present generation 
owes a lasting debt of gratitude to men 
of the past who sought to regulate their 
lives according to the teachings of the 
incomparable Book. 


Thomas Jefferson ; approved this 
thought by saying, A study of the Bible 
will make better citizens, better fathers 
and better husbands.”

“Bs Christ was bearing his cross 
along the Way of Pain, mocked and 
jeered at by the rabble, a good woman 
named Veronica, of whom the world 
knows only this single deed, was struck 
with pity at sight of His bleeding and 
dust-stained face. Pressing to His side 
she gave the Savior her handkerchief 
that He might wipe off the bead-drops 
of His agony. When He returned the 
piece of linen to her, His face was im- 
printed on it, and there it remains to 
this day, a miraculous token of His 
gratitude. 


“Max has painted both the cloth and 
the face, the hair bedraggled and clotted 
with blood, the cruel crown still in place, 
the sad features over-spread with a 
death-like pallor. 








“At first glance the eyes seem to be 
shut. But as you look steadily at them, 
you will discover that the lids grow 
transparent and out of the depths of the 
shadow the soul looks at you appeal- 
ingly, as if to call to your memory the 
words of Lamentations: ‘O all ye that 
pass by, look and see if any grief is 
like unto my grief!’ Only a painter of 
Max's peculiar temperament could have 
conceived such a face.” 


This Christ-centered masterpiece 
should be in every Christian home.

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MM FRIED ore out that the sixteenth 

century Reformation did not pene- 
trate into Bible lands. The message of 
the reformers, the true Gospel of the 
grace of God, did not reach the Near 
East until the missionary movement of 
the nineteenth century swept those 
areas. 


Turning to page 20: “The dawn of 
modern world-wide missions faced the 
challenge of ancient Bible lands with 
their mixed and antagonistic population, 
representing the three so-called ‘Great 
Monotheistic Faiths’ — Judaism, Chris- 
tianity and Islam. Indeed, the Near East 
is the cradle of all three.”

POWER OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 


John 14:25-26. Acts 2:1-4; 4-31. 
Galatians 5:22-26. 























OLDEN TEXT: “But ye shall 
receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” Acts 1:8. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS “POWER.” 

The word power shines from the back- 
ground, in every part of today’s Lesson. 
We find it prominently displayed in 
the Golden Text. It also appears in the 
following collateral passage: 


“And, behold, I send the promise of 
my Father upon you: but tarry ye in the 
city of Jerusalem, until ye be endued 
with POWER from on high.” Luke 24:49. 


The Greek word behind the English 
power, is “dunamis.” It is the same 
term, from which we get the word dyna- 
mite. Our Lord anticipated a great moral 
and spiritual explosion, that would pro- 
duce repercussions upon all subsequent 
generations. 


He knew that the event would occur 
during the forthcoming Pentecostal har- | 
vest feast. He wished His followers to | 
prepare themselves as channels, through | 
whom this new power could be released 
to the world. 


The same Greek vocable, dunamis, 
appears in other New Testament pas- 
sages such as: 


Matthew 26:64, “Hereafter shall ye see 
the Son of man sitting on the right hand 
of POWER, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven.” 


I Corinthians 2:4, “My preaching was 
not with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom, but in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of POWER.” 


II Timothy 3:1-5, “In the last days peril- 
ous times shall come. For men shall be 
lovers of their own selves ... Having a 

















form of godliness, but denying the 


POWER thereof.” 


But an entirely different word appears 
in the original text when the power of 
Satan is discussed, as in the following 
instances: 


” 


Acts 26:18, “the power of Satan. 
Ephesians 2:2, “the prince of the power 
of the air.” Colossians 1:13, “the power 
of darkness.” Revelation 13:4, “the 
dragon which gave power unto the 
beast.” In these cases the Greek word 
“exousis” is used, which means “author- 
ity.” 


Satan has power, but not Holy Ghost 
POWER. He imitates. He does not 
create. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS JOHN 14:26. 


“But the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in my 
name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you.” 


But the Comforter! 


Jesus had observed the Last Supper 
with His disciples. He had washed their 
feet. Calvary was ahead. The time of 
His departure from the earth-plane was 
not far away. He was preparing their 


hearts and minds for cooperation with | 


the third person of the eternal Trinity. 
He spoke of the deity of the Holy Spirit.

He knew the disciples would miss Him 
terribly. He sought to comfort them. He 
referred to the Holy Spirit as the Com- 
forter. 


This is a beautiful thought. No child 
of God ever suffers alone. 


In John 14:18, Jesus said: “I will not 
leave you comfortless.” The Greek 
word translated comfortless, is “or- 
phanos,” meaning orphans. Christians 
are not left orphans, in a world domi- 


nated by Satan. 


Beginning at Pentecost, the Holy Spirit 
became the official representative of the 
eternal Trinity, on this earth, during 
the dispensation of the Church. The 
event is described in Acts 2:1-4. 


The prophet Joel foresaw that day, 
eight hundred years in advance, and 
wrote under inspiration: “And it shall 
come to pass afterward, that I will pour 
out my spirit upon all flesh.” 


The feast of Pentecost took place on 
the fiftieth day after the Passover. It 
is significant that the Law was given 
to Moses at Sinai, on the fiftieth day aft- 
er his departure from Egypt. 


Just as there was a divine visitation 
on Mount Sinai, marking the birthday of 
the Mosaic dispensation . . . so also there 
was a divine visitation at Pentecost, 
marking the birthday of the Christian 
dispensation. 


(3) THE KEY FACT OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS THAT, “CHRISTIANS 
SHOULD STRIVE TO WALK BY THE 
SPIRIT.” 


This thought is perfectly expressed in 
the following verse from our Lesson: “If 
we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in 
the Spirit.” Galatians 5:25. 


Paul lists the nine graces which find 
natural expression in a life yielded to the 
Holy Spirit. He appropriately calls 
them, “The fruit of the Spirit.” 


The first three .. . Love, Joy and Peace, 
reflect the inward state of the believer. 


The next three Longsuffering, 
Gentleness and Goodness, reflect the 
attitude of the believer toward his fel- 
lowman. 


The last three . . . Faith, Meekness and 
Temperance, reflect the attitude of the 
believer toward the Heavenly Father. 
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Taken together, they present a moral 
portrait of Christ, and may be taken as 
the apostle’s explanation of Galatians 
2:20, “I live: yet not I, but Christ liveth 


‘in me.”

OLDEN TEXT: “There is one 

body, and one Spirit, even as ye 
are called in one hope of your call- 
ing; One Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism, One God and Father of all, 
who is above all, and through all. 
and in you all.” Ephesians 4:4-6. 


(1) THE KEY WORD IN TODAY'S 
LESSON IS “UNITY.” 


The opening scene of this Lesson is at 
Pentecost, when the disciples and other 
Christians, “were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” 


Peter stood before a crowd composed 
largely of Jews, and preached an un- 
compromising sermon in which he ac- 
cused the Jews of committing the most 
atrocious crime of all time . . . when 
they took Jesus Christ and “by wicked 
hands” had Him “crucified and slain.” 


The Apostolic speaker enunciated the 
cardinal principles of the Christian re- 
ligion in his address and concluded by 
saying, "God hath made that same 
Jesus, whom ye have crucified, both 
Lord and Christ.” Acts 2:36. 


We read that, “When they heard this, 
they were pricked to the heart.” The 
Greek word “katanusso,” translated 
pricked means, “to stab, pierce thor- 
oughly.” The Holy Spirit was present 
in great power. 


Some among the crowd cried out, 
“What shall we do?” Peter recom- 
mended four immediate measures: (1) 
repent (2) accept Christ (3) be baptized 
(4) renounce the “untoward generation,” 
of which they were a part. 


The Greek word “skolios,” translated 
untoward, means “crooked and per- 
verse.” How else could people be de- 
scribed, who saw God face to face in 
the person of Jesus Christ, and mani- 
fested coldness or hostility toward Him? 


The secret of the success of Pentecost 
was the unity of belief and doctrine that 
existed among the believers. “They 
were all with one accord in one place.” 
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(2) THE KEY VERSE IN TODAY'S 
LESSON IS EPHESIANS 4:3. 


The thought of unity is also empha- 
sized in other texts under consideration 
in today’s Lesson. The following terms 
appear: “fellowship,” “all that believed 
were together.” “all things common,” 
“with one accord,” “singleness of heart,” 
“forbearing one another in love,” and 
“unity of the Spirit.” 


The key verse reads: “Endeavoring 
to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond 
of peace.” 


What are the grounds for unity? Paul 
lists seven, the perfect number: 


(1) One body. Believers collectively 
comprise the body of Christ. “So we, be- 
ing many, are one body in Christ, and 
every one members one of another.” 
Romans 12:5. 


(2) One Spirit. The Holy Spirit binds 
believers together in the framework of 
the Church. “But now hath God set the 
members every one of them in the body, 
as it hath pleased him.” I Corinthians 
12:18. 


(3) One Hope. Believers see beyond 
present hardships into a better future. 


“Looking for that blessed hope, and the | 
glorious appearing of the great God and | 


our Saviour Jesus Christ.” Titus 2:13. 


(4) One Lord. Jesus Christ is the head 
of the body. “Of whom the whole family 
in heaven and earth is named.” 
Ephesians 3:15. 


(5) One Faith. Christianity may be 
contrasted with other religions but not 
compared. "For there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, where- 
by we must be saved.” Acts 4:12. 


(6) One Baptism. Spiritual experience 
is predicated upon the baptism of the 
Spirit. “For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body.” I Corinthians 
12:13. 


(7) One God and Father of all. Only 
twice-born souls may truly say, “Our 
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Father.” “For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and man, the 
man Christ Jesus.’ I Timothy 2:5. 


(8) THE KEY FACT IS THAT “UNITY 
CALLS FOR SEPARATION.” 


Peter’s sermon gave the Church a run- 
ning start. “There were added unto them 
about three thousand souls.” 


The meaning of the word Church is 
the “called out ones.” To be called 
OUT of the world, and INTO Christ, 
means separation. Christians are a “pe- 
culiar people” in the sense that they dif- 
fer from those who live to the world, 
the flesh and the devil. 


“Come out from among them, and be 
ye separate saith the Lord.” II Corinth- 
ians 6:17. 


Such experiments as the “National 
Conference of Christians and Jews,” are 
under New Testament condemnation be- 
fore they start. "Be ye not unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers.” II 
Corinthians 6:14.

OLDEN TEXT: “How beautiful 

upon the mountains are the feet 
of him that bringeth good tidings, 
that publisheth peace; that bring- 
eth good tidings of good, that pub- 
lisheth salvation; that saith unto 
Zion, Thy God reigneth!” Isaiah 
52:7. 


(1) THE KEY WORD IN THE LESSON 
FOR TODAY IS “PREACH.” 


The mission of the Church in the world 
is summed up in these words of Jesus 
Christ: “Go ye into all the world and 
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preach the Gospel to every creature.” 
A congregation with a missionary vision, 
will be healthy and prosperous in other 
ways. Today’s Lesson contains the fol- 
lowing references to preaching: 


*... assuredly gathering that the Lord 
had called us for to preach the gospel 
to them.” 


“ 


. the word of faith, which we 
preach.” 


- how shall they hear without a 
preacher?” 


- How shall they preach, except 
they be sent?” 


. it is written, How beautiful are 
the feet of them that preach the gospel 
of peace.” 


“ 


- grace given, that I should preach 
among the Gentiles the unsearchable 
riches of Christ.” 


In the first passage listed above the 
original Greek word translated preach, 
is “euagg.” meaning “to pronounce good 
news.” 


The original behind the word preach 
in the second passage is “kerusso,” 
meaning to “cry or proclaim as a 
herald.” 


References to preaching in the other 
passages are derived from one or the 
other of these Greek words. 


The following important truths can be 
gleaned from the portions of Scripture 
under scrutiny today: 


(a) Preaching is God's approved 
method of distributing the Gospel. “It 
pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe.” I 
Corinthians 1:21. 


(b) God selects and calls certain men 
to preach. “Necessity is laid upon me; 
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yea, woe is unto me, if I preach not the 
Gospel!” I Corinthians 9:16. 


(c) God gives His selectees grace to 
preach. “My grace is sufficient for thee.” 
II Corinthians 12:9. 


(d) God determines where the Gospel 
is to be preached and directs the preach- 
er to the destination. “And were forbid- 
den of the Holy Ghost to preach the 
word in Asia.” Acts 16:6. 


(e) The message given the preacher 


to deliver is pleasant. “I am not ashamed , 


of the gospel of Christ: for it is the power 
of God unto salvation.” Romans 1:16. 


(f) It is a great honor to serve God in 
this capacity. “If any man serve me, 
him will my Father honour.” John 12:26. 


One need not stand in a pulpit to 
preach the Gospel. There are many 
ways of heralding the good news. Your 
life can be a sermon. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IN THE LESSON 
FOR TODAY IS ROMANS 10:15. 


“How shall they preach, except they 
be sent?” The Greek word “apostello,” 
translated sent, also means “set apart.” 
The term is remarkably like the Greek 
vocable “apostolos” (apostle) meaning 
“messenger sent forth.” 


Troas was a little island off the coast 
of ancient Macedonia. Paul paused there 
to wait for guidance regarding future 
missionary travels. He proposed to re- 
turn east but was checked by the Holy 
Spirit. 

We read that “a vision appeared to 
Paul in the night.” A man on the con- 
tinent of Europe called ... “Come over 
into Macedonia, and help us.” Had the 
apostles gone back east, America might 
now be a land of darkness and super- 
stition, such as India. Fortunately, they 
came west with the Gospel. 


This event is one of the clearest ex- 
amples of guidance by the Holy Spirit, 


Is Prophecy! 














The best interpretations by Historians and Futurists are in the 
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noted anywhere in Scripture. It sets the 
standard toward which all who are en- 
gaged in the service of Christ, should 
reach. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT “PREACH- 
ING IS A CALLING, NOT A PROFES. 
SION.” 


A man may TALK, out of the latest 
book he has read. But men PREACH 
only under the anointing of the Holy 
Spirit. New Testament preaching pre- 
supposes more than education. 


One of the tragedies of current Chris- 
tianity is the fact that too many men be- 
hind pulpit desks, chose their jobs very 
much like others decided to prepare for 
the legal or medical profession. 


But whether serving in the ministry or 
engaged in some other kind of Christian 
work, we should take Paul as our ex- 
ample . .. and earnestly seek divine 
guidance in discharging the responsi- 
bilities of the task at hand.

PERSONAL WITNESS OF

OLDEN TEXT: “Then said Je- 
sus to them again, Peace be unto 
you: as my Father hath sent me, 
even so send I you.” John 20:21. 


(1) THE KEY WORD FOR ‘TODAY'S 
LESSON IS “GO.” 


Philip was one of the seven men “of 
honest report, full of the Holy Ghost and 
wisdom,” appointed by the early Church 
to direct the distribution of food and 
alms. 


This man’s experience, recorded in the 
passage of Scripture under consideration 
today, demonstrates how God CALLS, 
LEADS and BLESSES in spreading the 
Gospel. 


“The angel of the Lord” appeared to 
Philip saying, “Arise, and go...” And 
the record states that “he arose and 
went.” This is a beautiful example of 
obedience. 


He was directed southward through 
desert territory toward ancient Gaza, a 
city located on the frontier towards 
Egypt. Stephen had been stoned short- 
ly before by Jews. Saul of Tarsus, who 
was then a Jewish leader of the modern 
B‘nai B'rith type, was torturing Chris- 
tiams, opposing Christ and making 
“havoc of the church.” 


Philip did not know where he was be- 
ing led or what hardships might lay 
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chead, but followed the leadership of 
the Holy Spirit. 


Christians are frequently led into 
places they would not themselves 
choose to go. 


The second scene of this drama brings 
into view, “a man of Ethiopia” — an of- 
ficial, prominent in the affairs of his gov- 
ernment. He was treasurer of an African 
kingdom. Candace, a title borne by a 
succession of feminine rulers, was the 
queen. 


Portions of the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures had, in some way, fallen into the 
hands of this man. He sat in a chariot 
reading . . . and was puzzled over the 
fifty-third chapter of Isaiah's prophecy. 
The Holy Spirit spoke audibly to Philip, 
"Go near.” The record says that, “Philip 
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Tan. 


This dual interrogation followed: “Un- 
derstandest thou what thou readest?” 
“How can I, except some man should 
guide me?” 


Philip’s testimony contributed to the 
fulfillment of a prophecy written cen- 
turies earlier: “Ethiopia shall soon stretch 
out her hands unto God.” Psalms 68:31. 


The verbs of the English language are 
words of action. They imply force. They 
make speech creative. The word GO, 
is the great verb of the Gospel. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS ACTS 8:35. 


The African statesman was mystified 
by the contents of Isaiah’s prophetic 
document. He fully appreciated the im- 
portance of its message but lacked 
knowledge for grasping the meaning: 


“He is brought as a lamb to the 
slaughter, and as a sheep before her 
shearers is dumb, so he openeth not his 
mouth. He was taken from prison and 
from judgment: and who shall declare 
his generation? for he was cut off out of 
the land of the living.” 


The Key Verse of the Lesson fits here: 
"Philip opened his mouth, and began at 
the same scripture, and preached unto 
him Jesus.” 


Philip was ready and waiting for an 
opportunity to witness. He directed the 
conversation toward Christ. LET THAT 
BE AN EXAMPLE FOR US. The Ethio- 
Pian gladly heard the message. And 
Philip “went on his way rejoicing.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT OF TODAY’S 
LESSON IS THAT “CHRIST IS THE 
SAVIOUR OF ALL MEN.” 


Philip’s trip to win the soul of a black 
man from Africa, teaches an important 
lesson. All men, regardless of color, are

This should en- 
lighten a certain school of misguided 
Bible teachers who insist that members 
of the Jewish race enjoy racial prefer- 
ment. “God is no respecter of persons.” 








Fortunately the Ethiopian was reading 
the Old Testament, rather than the 
Jewish Talmud, which our Lord con- 
demned as being responsible for His re- 
jection. He asked the leaders of Jewry: 
“Why do ye also transgress the com- 
mandment of God by your TRADI- 
TIONS?” 


The Talmudic tradition had its origin 
in Babylon during the captivity. Be- 
cause of the false teaching contained 
therein, Jews were blinded to the mean- 
ing of Christ's person and the purpose of 
His coming to earth.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY'S 
LESSON IS “LIGHT.” 


Probably the saddest lesson man 
learns in life is that he was born into a 
depraved world. 


God’s demands are: “Be ye holy: for 


I am holy.” I Peter 1:16. 


Man’s condition is: "We are all as an 
unclean thing, and all our righteous- 
nesses are as filthy rags.” Isaiah 64:6. 
The translation can be realized only 
through supernatural regeneration. 


Man, in his natural state, lives in the 
darkness of sin. “The way of the wicked 
is. as darkness.” Proverbs 4:19. But 
Jesus says “I am come a light into the 
world, that whosoever believeth on me 
should not abide in darkness.” John 
12:46. 


When a sinner accepts Christ as his 
Saviour, Light floods his soul. Spiritual 
illumination becomes a personal ex- 
perience. 


The Lord explained to Nicodemus: 
“Everyone that doeth evil hateth the 
light, neither cometh to the light, lest 
his deeds should be reproved.” He 
added: “But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be made 
manifest, that they are wrought in God.” 
John 3:20-21. 


The portion of Scripture selected for 
today’s Lesson was written to “children 
of light.” 


The word Light appears five times. In 
four instances the original Greek vo- 
cable is “phos,” meaning radiance. (a) 
“Now are ye light in the Lord.” (b) 
“Walk as children of light.” (c) “Made 
manifest by light.” (d) “Whatsoever doth 
make manifest is light.” 


In one instance, the original term is 
“epiphauo,” meaning “to appear or 
shine upon.” (e) “Christ shall give thee 
light.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE OF TODAY'S 
LESSON IS EPHESIANS 5:8. 
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This verse reads: “For ye were some- 
times darkness, but now are ye light in 
the Lord: walk as children of light.” 


It is becoming more and more diffi- 
cult to tell where the Church leaves off 
and the world begins. This statement 
should not be true. It is the sad truth 
that many professing Christians smoke 
the same cigarettes, drink the same 
liquor, attend the same theaters, read the 
same literature, and vote for the same 
politicians as the unregenerate. Even 
among the clergy, there has developed 
an appalling inter-mixture with evil ele- 
ments. ; 


A great deal of the pro-Communist 
literature going into the mails these 
days, comes from the pens of men who 
desecrate the title “Reverend.” J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, made the following 
statement before the Committee on Un- 
American Activities on March 26, 1947: 


“I confess to a real apprehension so 
long as Communists are able to secure 
Ministers of the Gospel to promote their 
evil work and espouse a cause that is 
alien to the religion of Christ.” 


In verse eighteen, we find the ad- 
monition: “Be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be ye filled with 
the Spirit.” 


Today’s Lesson contains a Temper- 
ance message. Some think that the 
above passage permits drinking, if done 
in “moderation.” An examination of the 
original Greek text is necessary to bring 
out the full meaning. 


The Greek term “methusko,” trans- 
iated drunk in the above verse, means 
“to begin to be softened.” The Greek 
“asotia,” translated excess, means 
“prodigality and riot.” A correct ren- 
dering of the passage would be: “Do not 
begin to be softened with wine, wherein 
is prodigality and riot; but be filled with 
the Spirit.” A shorter definition is 
SEPARATION. “Be not ye _ therefore 
partakers with them.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT OF TODAY'S LES- 
SON IS THAT “CHILDREN OF LIGHT 
ARE OPPOSED TO WORKERS OF 
DARKNESS.” 


Verse eleven declares: “Have no fel- 
lowship with the unfruitful works of 
darkness, but rather reprove them. 


Christians are not to sit idly by, and 
permit the forces of darkness to invade 
society, without protest. We are to 
“occupy” until Jesus comes. If Temper- 
ance campaigns on the part of the 
Church dispel darkness, it is of the Light. 
If messages against Modernism dispel 
darkness, they are of the Light. If op- 
position to anti-Christ Communism dis- 
pels darkness, it is of the Light. 
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“A word fitly spoken is like apples of 
gold in pictures of silver.” ..
